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GOOD WORK OF A ROAD DRAG 



Implement Should Be Used Properly at 
Right Time— Repair All Ruts and 
DeprMsienst 

After two days of rnin, says a writer 
in Hoard's Dairyman, we took an 
eight-mile drive out into the country 
to buy some pigs. One piece of road 
was like a fity T)onlPvar»l, only bettor. 
Despite its hcinR only a gravel road 
tlior.' was lit do mud or water, and one 
would have thought that there had 
been only rain enough to settle the 
(Inst in>;tpad nf iht^ l)it,' rainstorm. Wo 
inquired and fouud that two neighbors 
had made it n practice to alternate in 
going over this road with a road drag 
after every rain. Just beyond, we came 
*o a piece of road muddy, slippery and 
full of chuck holes that sent us up a 
mile for every mile covered. 

The only difforenoe between these 
two pieces of road was a road drag 
and an hour's time spent when field 
work could not bo done. We estimate 
that it took twice as much gasoline to 
cover the undrogged road. Multiply 
our experience by the dozens of teams 
and antos going over this muddy road, 
and then compute the expense of fall- 
ore td use the road drag that was 
doubtless rotting away in some fence 
corner. 

We do not now have in mind the de- 
mands of the good roads extremist, bnt 
are considering what may be done and 
what should be done with the common 
dirt road. It does more harm than 
good, as a general rule, to plow up the 
sod on the sides of the traveled track 
and pile it up in big lumps in the cen- 
ter of the track, leaving them there to 
be broken up by passing vehicles, an<l 
the loosened dirt washed away by tlie 
rain or blown away by the wind. Keep 
all the sod, grass roots and other

Ira.xli out of the road bed. It merely 
decays and makes ready for a splendltl 
bole to form. 

Whatever Is worth doing at all is 
VfOrth (loiii.ic well. Xo part of a re 
paired highway should be left until its 
surface has l^een thoroughly and even- 
ly compacted and shaped to let all the 
water run off. And when, as will most 
always happen, ruts and depres.sions 
make their appearance, they should 1h> 
smoothed down, filled, and well com- 
pacted so tliiit water may not remain 
In them to noften the ground and per- 
mit further damage by the trallic. 

When using the road drag, use it 
liroperly at the right time. Don't go 
out when tlie road is too wet or too 
dry. Take it wht-n the mud will make 
a good mortar and will puddle down 
like the little girl's mud cakes or the 
mason's mortcr. 



Fov^ Withstand Cold Air IMuch Bet- 
ter Than Impure — Ventilation of 
IMuch importance. 

(Prepared by the TTnlted States Depart- 
ment of A^culture.) 

Hens can withstand cold air much 
better than impure air. Don't shut 
the poultry house up tight at uight to 
keep out tlie cold unless ventilation Is 
provided. Hens will thrive better — and 
lay more eggs — if they have plenty of 
pure air ; not diaughts. It is us neces- 
sary to fowls as clean water and good 
food. 

When hens are confined iu badly 
ventilated houses, as is sometimes the 
case in cold weather, they lose vital- 
ity, produce fewer eggs, and often be- 
come sick and stop laying. Good ven- 
tilation is needed also to keep the 
house dry. In cold weather moisture 
collects on the walls and roof in a 
poorly ventilated house, making it very 
im comfortable for the poultry to live 
iu. When the temperature rises this 
moisture trickles down saturating the 
air and making the litter on the floor 
wet. ■> 

If tlie house is not overcrowded and 
is insulhciently ventilated for jonly u 
day in cold weather, no great harm is 
done. In an overcrowded house condi- 
Lious become insanitary in a few hours. 
Even in a house properly stocked con- 
ditions at the end of one day of im- 
pure air are noticeably bad and, unless 
promptly corrected, grow steadily 
worse. 

Ventilation to provide pure air and 
dryness in a poultry house is simply 
a matter of keeping doors and win- 
dows open us much as is necessary to 
keep the walls dry. Few poultry keep- 
ers have any difficulty in this until the 
temperature goes low enou.i;h to freeze 
water in the house. Then the tendency 
s to close doors and window;; to keep 
the house warm. 

Tbis Is tfae_ri^t.idea,.sul .'ei i to th*- 
practical limitation that ihc lions,> 
must not be closed so tight that tht- 
supply of fresh air is iusuft tent, and 
the circulation of air is retarded 
such an extent that moisture collects 
on the walls. The proper regulation 
of ventilation insures pure air and dry- 
ness, and keeps the house as warm as 
is practicable without the use of arti- 
ficial heat, or special provision to alj- 
sorb an excess of moisture. The ad- 
justment of doors and windows to pro- 
vide the conditions required must be 
learned by observation. 

The general rule is to open doors 
and windows as much as is necessary 
to keep the house dry in cold weather, 
and to keep them wide open when wa- 
ter in the house will not froe-ze. 

Cheap cotton cloth and coniuiou bur- 
lap are often used in some of the win- 
dows of a poultry house in place of 
glass. Cotton cloth is to be preferred 
for this purpose because it is cleaner 
and admits more light. When both 
cloth and glass windows are used the

Broncbitia, or **cold on the chest" 

MS an intlammation i>f the nun ous 
nicuibranc thatjUncs the larger bron- 
chial tubes. Inflamation of the fine 
tubes in the ^ungs is distinguished as 
capillary bronchitis, or broncho- 
pneumonia. Ihe disease attacks 
young or old, sick or well, just as 
a cold in the head does; indeed, it 
is virtually the same: a cold in the 
head is a catarrhal inflammation of 
the mucons membranes of the nose: 
bronchitis is acatrrhal inflammotiou 
of the bronchil tubes. 

I he causes of bronchitis are vjri 
ed, but the commonest is exposure 
to cold and wet when the general 
bodily condition is below par as a 
result of fatigue, mental an.\iety, or 
a previous illness. Irritation from 
inhaling dust, smoke or powerful 
vapors IS another prolific cause. of 
l^roncftiitis. - It may also come on 
in the course of a debilitatmgd is- 
ease, such as diabetes, chronic gout 
Brighl's disease, or the acute erupt- 
ive fevers of childhood. It is a germ 
disease, bnt, unlike typhoid fever or 
diphtheria, is not caused by a spec- 
ial germ: there are a number of mic- 
robes that cause bronchitis. 

The disease may be- very mild, 
and marked only by a cough for a 
few days, or it may be 5?o severe as

Family. 

ileep, sides sfraiglif and deep, tlie body 
long and capacious, pelvic region 
broad and well develi>ped. legs straight 
and modcralely short, and a K''"eriilly 
relined appearance; yet overrelinement 
may indii ntc :i di-licate constituti<m. 

If a number of brood sows are to 
be used tlie.y should be uniform in 
typ". Tliis is necessary to secure a 
unlfunn lot of pigs. It is very unsat- 
isfactory and unprofitable in breeding 
to have litti'rs of jiigs varying in ap- 
pearance and lacking uniformity. To 
insme a uniform result it is advisable 
to si'lect from a well-established strain 
of hogs. 

As was Indicated in I lie <-ase of tl>e 
sow, boih parents liave pra< tically the 
xame Inlluence on the quality of the" 
offspring; liowever, tlic male has the 
gr«>iuer iiilliifiicc" on the entire herd, 
since every j»ig is i^ired by the male, 
whereas all pigs do not liave the same 
dam. 

A\'liile too mweli stress cannot he 
phiced on the importance of the sow, 
if possible the male should be superior 

to the sow. Kegardless of the type of 
the sow, a poyr male sliould never be 
used. 

Secure a pure-bred anunal of a good 
strain. The fnascullne characteristics 

should be strongly developed, ( special- 
ly in the head and neck ; the back 
should be broad, straight and deeply 
Ueshed; sides deep and long; quarters 
well d<'Vcloped ; legs straight and 
strong. Tiiu animal should stand well 
up on his toes. 

Overrellned sows should be m3te<l 
to rath«»r tnaseullne males, nnd cearse 
sows sliotdd lie mated to males of 
high qmility indicated by fine bone, 
skin and hair.

Some farmers

danger. Hogs wallowing In or <lrink- 
Ing ontamlnated water are likely to 
contract disease. However, there are 
many advantages to be derived from 
wallows. A cool biith is very cool- 
ing to a hog during the hot weather. 
It cleans the scurf from the skin nnd 
protects the hogs from flies, rrude pe- 
troleum, suHielent lo form u thin layer 
on toy) of the w;iter. ma.v be poured. 
Into the wallow about every ten days. 
This will tend to keep the hogs free 
from lice and other skin parasites. If 
the skin becomes irritated from the 
oil. Its use should he discontinued. 
Small quantities of coal-tar dip are 
sometimes added to the water In hog 
wallows, but there Is iin eletnent of 
danger in this practice, as jioisoning 
ma.v result from the al>sorption of 
phenol by hogs whicli llm in the wal- 
low more or less continuously. 

On some of the larger hog farms 
wallows ar« becoming popular. The 
cement hog wallow should be located 
In a shady place and made so as to 
contain from eight to. ten inches of wa- 
ter. A two-Inch drain jape, ns rerom- 
inended for the dipping vat, should be; 
placed In the bottom of the wallow to. 
permit its being cleaned out. 

In many cases a farmer is not finan. 
daily able to buihl a hog wallo\y or a 
dipping vat. If this be the case, the 
dip, properly diluted, can be applied 
with ft sprny pump or soriukllng can, 
ir else rubbed on every part of the' 
body by means of a brush or a swab: 
of cotton waste.- j
